This” waa’ uot because we 
had not the talent, but because we 
did not pay artists and “text 
writers suilicient to gep tho best 
men, and were perhaps. not sufi.

ducts advertised, and of the art of 
appealing to the consumers of the. 
different commodities. With good 
lay-out and typesetting and prini- 
ing, on advortiscmont might ‘ get 
over” in spite of the ‘' copy,” .buc 
the “copy” needed to be improv.

INTERNATIONAL 
TREATIES. 

THEIR MEANING: AND 
LIMITATIONS. . 


INSTRUCTIVE . ROTARY... CLUB. 


ADDRESS, | 


At the Rotary Club funchoon 
yesterday, Mr, R, Cy H. Lim, 
Barrister-at-Law, gavo.an interest. 
ing address on ' “Some Recent 
Tnternational: Treaties,’ in the 
course of which he anid that if tho 
countries which were members of 
the League of Nations were to 
adhere to the terms of thoir treatics 
the possibility of tho outbreak of 
hostilities between any two coun- 
tries was remote. 3 

In the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Lim snid:— 

Some of the Internationnt Peace 
Treaties which I would like to pro- 
setit to you are the Covenant of the, 
‘League af Nations and the Kellogg 
Pact, In my opinion if all: Mem- 
bers of tho League and aij, the 
signatures of the Pact adhere strict- 
ly to their treaty obligations the 
possibility of war is really negligi- 
ble; in fact I daresay that it would 
be so negligible’ that even the mili- 
tary and naval oxperta would at 
once withdraw most, if not all, their 
objections to a general disarma- 
ment, but as we all .know such is 
not yet our happy lot. 


A Groat Drawback, - 


The absence of sanction to enforce 
suy rules of International Law is 
certainly a ‘great drawhack, In 
Municipal Law we have the Police 
Force and tho Courts of Law to 
which redress could bo sought and 
obtained. In Luter’ national. Law it 
is true that we have the Court, 
which has, however, only, come’ into 
existence a decade ago; but the 
absence of any efficient’ body or any 


at nll to enforce, any judgment of | 


the Polico Court makes nations re- 
luctant to refer their disputes to 
the Permanent’ Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, It is however gra- 
tifying to note thot all the judge- 
ments that were delivered and the 
opinions. referred to the Court by 
the Langue have been faithfully 
carried out. ; 
"fhe possibility of war is negligi- 
ble if all members of the | League 
and the nignatories | of the Pact 
adhere atvictly to their. treaty obli- 
gations, By tho Arts 11, 12, 13, 15 of 


the Covenant thy Members of the | 


League agreed that should any dis- 
pute arise between’ them they would 
submit. to either (a) Arbitration, 
(h) -Judien] Settlement, (c) In- 
quiry ‘by the Council of the Lea- 
gue; and further that. thoy’ would 
not go to war until three months 
after tho’award of the arbitration; 
the ‘decision of ‘the ‘Permanent, 
Court; or the report’ of the Coun- 
cil, All these three bodies are to 
deliver their respective delibera- 
tions’ within six months. after the 
dispute has been submitted to theft. 
ln other words there is to be a 
lapse of, in tafe, nine months be- 
fore tho’ members can have the 
yight of going. to war. Now’ this 
intervening period is of the greatest 
importance. It is generally known 
as the cooling-off period.

There were 
many cases in which the producers 
of. primary goods had becomo 
impoverished and in their markets 
it was far less tpossible to sell. 
Many could only buy very cheap 
goods, ond some of them nothing. 
Nevertheless it was encouraging to 
seo that in such . unfavourable 


circumstances Great Britain was 


maintaining her export trade. 

In the first five months of: this 
year, for example, thera has been 
a fifteen fer cent. increase over a 
year ago in the amount of cotton 
yarns end cotton manufactured 
goods which have been exported. 
There has been ' a considorablo 
percentage increase in the ‘export 
of woollen. and worsted: yarns and 
semi-marufactured goods. In the 
heavy woollen worsted goods, s.c., 
worsted tissues such as plush, 
‘flannel, ond, druggets, there has 
been a substantial increase. 

As illustrating the offect on 
these. figures of the fall in prices, 
Mr. Batpwin instanced the case of 
carpets, Here thero waa .a very 
slight decrease in the sterling valuo 
of the amount sold, but an actual 
increage in tho number of yards 
sold of nearly 200,000. Chemicals, 
tinplates, and the paper and card- 
board..tride have all either held 
their own or increased tho omount 
which has been oxported. On the 
other hand there had been a serious 
decline in the trade in locomotives, 
railway carriages and trucks. This 
was duc, explained Mr, Batpwin, 
to a world reason, namely, that’ in 
such times as are prevalent in the 
world .to-day, the ‘first thing to bo 
shut down is large capital expéndi- 
turo on new railways, docks, and 
‘workg of this natue. 


With regard to homo trade, 
in the first quarter of this ycar 
thera has been actually an increaso 
of a amall percentage in the volume 
of manufactured goods. .Mr, 
Batpwts commented on the fact 
that this increase was accompanied.
